The  crusade  in  most  of  the 
north  Mississippi  associations 
will  begin  on  April  12,  although 
one  or  two  of  the  associations 
held  their  meetings  in  March.  » 

More  than  1800  persons  were 
received  for  baptism  and  over 
1100  were  received  by  letter  and 
statement,  making  almost  3100 
additions  in  the  215  churches  re¬ 
porting.  When  complete  reports 
are  received  all  of  these  totals 
are  expected  to  be  greatly  in¬ 
creased,  even  in  associations 
whose  partial  reports  have  been 
received. 

The  exact  number  of  baptisms 
reported  thus  far  is  1803,  and 
the  number  of  other  new  mem¬ 
bers  received  is  1128.  Many  oth¬ 
er  people  came  for  rededication, 
and  several  churches  report 
commitments  for  Christian  vo¬ 
cations. 

Hinds  Leads 

Leading  in  the  number  of  ad¬ 
ditions  reported  is  Hinds  Coun¬ 
ty  with  609  new  members  re¬ 
ported  from  25  churches.  These 
included  365  by  baptism  and  244 
otherwise.  There  were  18  per¬ 
sons  who  surrendered  for  full¬ 
time  Christian  vocations.  Re¬ 
ports  from  13  more  churches 
which  held  revivals  have  not  yet 
been  received. 

Gulf  Coast  Association  report¬ 
ed  385  additions  in  27  churches. 
There  were  210  baptisms  and  175 
other  new  members. 

Full  reports  from  all  of  the 
associations  will  be  published 
when  they  have  all  been  receiv¬ 
ed. 

Among  the  outstanding  revi¬ 
vals  reporte'd  by  the  churches 
were  those  in  Northside,  Jack- 
son,  where  the^e  were  76  addi¬ 
tions,  First,  Columbia,  with  71 
additions  and  Broadmoor,  Jack- 
son,  with  47  additions. 

Baptisms  Up 

Dr.  Joe  T.  Odle,  Associate  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Secretary  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion  Board  and  director  of  Evan¬ 
gelism  for  the  convention,  says 
that  reports  Indicate  that  many 
churehes  have  experienced  great 
revivals,  and  that  the  crusade 
has  advanced  the  whole  evan¬ 
gelism  program.  In  one  asso¬ 
ciation,  he  said,  two-thirds  as 
many  persons  were  baptized 
during  the  crusade  as  were  bap¬ 
tized  during  all  of  last. year.
